Unemotional Robot To Check 
Against Tax Return Cheating 


MARTINSBURG, W. V. UP — 
Taxpayers tempted to fudge on 
their April 15 federal returns 
! should think again. They may 
be 
up 
against a formidable 
combination, including: 
1. A robot without any feel­ 
ings. 
2. A bureaucrat who admires 
the logic of Aristotle. 
3. A gal whose eyes change 
from blue to green depending 
on what color eye shadow she 
is wearing. 
These are among the work ers 
in a small, modernistic build­ 
ing here in the Shenandoah 
Valley 
apple 
country7. 
The 
building houses the 
national 
computer center of the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service. 
The robot, or computer, is 
check ing millions of tax re­ 
turns from the Eastern sea­ 
board. By 1966, it will be pry­ 
ing into returns from all over 
the nation—an 
estimated 
78 
million, including 
individuals 
and businesses. 
Raw data—such as the fig-1 
ures 
on 
your 
return — are 
punched on cards in regional 
offices in Atlanta and Phila­ 
delphia. These cards transfer 
the information to magnetic 
tape. The tape—about 55,000 
tax accounts on a reel about a 
foot in diameter—is then flown 
to Martinsburg. 
Then the computer goes to 
work . 
Fed 
the raw tape, it 
check s against a master file to 
see whether a taxpayer 
has 
filed all returns lawfully due, 
whether he is up to date on 
payments and whether there is 
anything suspicious about him. | 


Then the machine produces 
another tape for shipment back 
to the field. This can automatic­ 
ally write notices that a per­ 
son owes money, that he must 
produce his 
papers 
for an 
audit, or that he is even with 
the government. 
When the 
computer sends 
out a notice requiring an an­ 
swer, it begins counting the 
days,*atfd if a taxpayer does 
not respond in time it fires 
off a sterner warning. 
It can alert revenue agents 
to slap a lien on the old home­ 
stead or—oh yes—it can auto­ 
matically write a refund check 
if necessary. 
In charge of this awesome 
set-up is not a high-domed 
scientist—as you might expect 
—but an English major from 
Bowdoin College, class of 1940, 
John E. Stewart by name. He 
is an unusual bureaucrat, 
in 
that he tak es pride in the small 
size of his bureau, 78 persons 
in additions to the robot. 
The machinéis important, he 
says, but far more important 
are the people attending it. 
They don’t necessarily have to 
have advanced university de­ 
grees. 
“But they must have an apti­ 
tude; an ability to do some ab­ 
stract reasoning—lik e the logic 
of Aristotle, a master philos­ 
opher of ancient Greece.

GUATEMALA CITY, Guate­ 
mala (UPI) — Military leaders 
who ousted President Miguel 
Ydigoras Fuentes to prevent 
what they termed a threatened 
Communist tak eover

Ydigoras and his wife were 
flown to exile in Managua, 
Nicaragua, in a Guatemalan 
airliner yesterday following a 
bloodless Saturday night coup 
d’etat. The deposed president

newsmen 
there, 
“The 
change is good for Guatemala 
and for Central America.” 
The military installed Col. 
Enrique Peralta Azurdia, de­ 
fense minister in the ousted 
government, as chief executive 
with power to rule by decree. 
Peralta, 54, suspended the 
constitution, dismissed the na­ 
tional assembly and banned ac­ 
tivities 
of 
political 
parties. 
Tank s and troops were posted 
in strategic spots throughout 
the capital and air force planes 
circled the city. 
The new military rulers is­ 
sued a nine-point statement 
outlining their program: 
1. The military forces have 
assumed the government of the 
republic. 
2. The minister of national 
defense, Col. Enrique Peralta 
Azurdia, as the highest rank ­ 
ing officer, will exercise tne 
executive and legislative func­ 
tions. 
3. The constitution of the re­ 
public will be suspended for 
the time necessary to restore 
order and tranquility to the 
nation. 
4. As the opportunity arises, 
the government will issue a 
provisional charter guarantee- 
I ing essential rights to the citi­ 
zens. 
5. For the time being the 
chief of the executive w'ill gov­ 
ern by decree. The national as­ 
sembly is dissolved. 
6. 
Government 
employees 
and the courts will carry on 
their duties according to nor­ 
mal laws.

books contains such works as 
Alexander Dumas’ “The Three 
M usketeers,’’ the tracts of phil­ 
osopher David Hume and the 
novels of the contemporary 
French existentialist Jean Paul 
Sartre. 


Dr. Kung said the Roman 
Catholic church has committed 
sins against the freedom of 
man, 
and 
to 
outsiders 
the 
church sometimes looks more 
like a prison than a sanctuary 
of the spirit. 


“Even someone looking at 
the church from within keeps 
noticing . . . servility pretend­ 
ing to be obedience, cowardice 
pretending 
to be 
prudence, 
power politics masking itself 
as spiritual service,” Kung de­ 
clared.

‘ I am making a card igan 
ty p e jacket withou t bu ttons at 
the front. When I try it on the 
fronts ov erlap and d on't look 
the way the p ictu re shows on 
the p attern 
env elop e. 
W hat 
am I d oing wrong?"—Mrs. K.M. 
Dear Mrs. K.M.: 


If y ou are u sing a p attern 
that shows a front closing with 
bu ttons and bu ttonholes for a 
jacket that y ou d on’t want to 
lap at the center front, y ou will 
hav e to alter the p attern slight­ 
ly , as illu strated . 


Fold y ou r p attern on the cen­ 
te r front line and ad d 5 s of 
an inch for the front seamline. 


FITS SUPERBLY 
PRINTED PATTERN 


Cu t the front facing the same 
way , sketch (a). 
If y ou want to cu t the facing 
in one with the jacket front to 
eliminate the seam, ou tline the 
jacket with chalk, then flip the 
p attern 
ov er at the 
center 
front, continu e to mark neck­ 
line, continu e to half the shou l­ 
d er wid th, tap ering a 4 -inch 
wid th at hemline. 


Mrs. P.M. say s: 
"I can’t hold back a chu ckle 
when I read abou t the mistakes 
others hav e mad e and written 
abou t becau se I realize I hav e 
not cornered the market—ah, 
ex p erience! Take an ex tra min­ 
u te to shrink all hem tap e be­ 
fore u sing to av oid a ‘d rawn’ 
or tight look on facings or 
hems.

Pin y ou r su it or coat 
together at the center front. 
You will find the lap els and 
collar will roll in a natu ral 
p osition. This is the time to 
d ecid e if y ou want to make the 
top bu tton higher or lower. 
Then p in y ou r garment togeth­ 
er at the top bu tton. You r roll 
line begins ju st abov e the top 
bu tton. Place p ins along the 
neckline where the collar rolls; 
this line shou ld be continu ou s 
from the lap el to the collar. Be 
su re both fronts are id entical. 
“For those fu ll skirts that fly 
away on wind y d ay s, cov er 5- 
cent coins with fabric and sew 


them to the sid e seams as well 
as front and back.

Cu t these d arts op en to within 
abou t 12 -inch of the end (u se 
cau tion on fabrics that rav el 
easily ) and p ress flat. This is 
: esp ecially imp ortant when y ou 
hav e u nd er-lined y ou r garment 
and hav e d ou ble lay ers of fab­ 
ric. 
Darts are seld om slashed on 
skirts u nless they are v ery 
heav y . In this case, d on’t slash 
them q u ite so close to the end 
of the d arts, p ress op en, and 
then catch-stitch the ed ges flat 
to the skirt lining. It is v ery 
imp ortant to d o a thorou gh job 
of p ressing d u ring constru c­ 
tion, esp ecially on jackets and 
coats, since the p resser cannot 
get u nd er the lining to d o this 
later.
